Walters' Fines Stand,
The supreme court late this afternmoon
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handed down an opinfon susiaining the
Anding and sentence of the paolles efourt
in imposing 28 fines and cowts upon 8id
Anderson and B Johnson, striking walt-
oy, for distributing unfair cards, printed
circulars or handbills upon t(he stresls,
and the action of the district court In de-
nying them a writ of habeas corpus. It
holds that:

“When a municipality I8 sxpressly au-
thorised by legiMation to stact & certaln
ardinance In execution of the police power,
such ordinance stands on the same bansls
a8 & statute, and Ita reasonablenssa or
unreasonableness I not a matter for the
courts, except as such question would

Woodmen Verdlet Stands.

In an opinfon by Judge Holcomb the
court denles the Modern Woodmen of
Ametica a4 rehearing of the case agalnst
it by Asa Coleman, from Cass county.
It had been claimed becaume Commimsloner
Ames, in the original opinion, had Indulged
In some very pointed language. Among
other things he sald: “A charitable organ-
fzation which collects lte funds with avid-
ity, but s astute In fAnding exocuses for
not bestowing them upon the designated
objects of Its bounty Is not entitled to
any exclusive or special constderation at
the hangds of the court. The enormous
volume of lltigation with which assocla-
tions of this kind have flooded the country,
and the extremely technlonl charmcter of
thelr defenses In many cases, to mctions
upon their beneficlary, certificates are a
nufficlent commentary upon an appea! for
tender conslderation by the judiclary."

Judge Holcomb says tn effect that these
remarks wers called forth by arguments
In the brief and merely express the indl-
vidual opinions of the writer, who I8 en-
titled to expreas hils oplnlona In his own
way., They were not materinl to the Issue,
Iin which the commission had glven a cor-
rect sxponition of the lay. The parts com-
plained of were not binding on the court,
nor does It wish t9 be anderstood as en-
doreing them, but they are sanctioned by
the court as an animadversion,

FRYMYRE OUTLINES HIS  DEFENSE

Man In Adams Coanty Jail Eays that
Dead Womnn Was His Wife
snd that He l:h'qt Her
Aceldentally,

HASTINGS, Neb., July 3.—(Speclal.)—An
Interesting trial which will be held at the
next term of the district court here will
be that of Charles Frymyre, now confined
In the county jall of Adams oounty,
ehdr.od with the murder of Tracy Odlen-
burg Puls at Bustls, Prontler county,
February 21, last.

Frymyre's parents live at Holdrege, but
the young man was reared by @an um:_le
who llves at Stockville, As he appears in
his cell, he I8 five feet elght Inches high,
sompactly bullt, clean shaven, fairly well
educated, and discloses a neatness In
personal appearancs.

Story of Jealousy.

The alleged story of the erime shows love
and jealousy as the cause.
Frymyre had been Keeplng company with
Miss Oldenburg, and thelr relation had
bevoing very Intimate, opuring the Year
however, Richard Puls, a neighbor,
pachelor and ranchman appeared on the
scene, sued for the hand of the girl, and
thelr marriage was the sequel

Three days after ihe nuptials Frymyre
armed himself, mounted his horse and rode
up to the ranch house of Puls, discharg-
ing his pistol Into the air ks he rode. Mra,
Puls was the first to hear nnd see him, and
she cried to her husbund “Here comes
Frymyre, shooting!” Almost almultane-
ously Frymyre entered the house and a
desperate hand-to-hand ngnt ensued  be-
tween the two men, and in the fray a
revolver was discharged.

Frymyre then ordered tne woman to go
out mod Into his buggy at the same time
charging her husband w‘remnm in the
house. ' His orders were obeved and he got
into the vehlcle, heside the woman, and
started for his ranch on Cannon Bank, They
had proceeded but a short distance when
he Lecame Aware that his cempanion was
shot,

Woman Was His Wire.

This fuct, he says, surprised and shocked
him “In fact' he continued, “Tracy and
1 were murried fourtcen months before
this affair bappened.

Other In-
maias who heard the screnms theught it
was ounly & matter of play among the
young people, but this young mun very
lucklly took it serfously and jumped through
an open window, frightening the kidnupwrs
away berore they succeeded In bearing
their victim to a closed carriage nearby,
which stood In walting to recelve her, In
the meantime the kidnapers made (heir
escape In the darkness with the carriage.

Miss Kackley was badly frightened and
could not give a description of her assail-
ants, but she remembered that one of the
men wore n mask.
